Claims 15 and 16 have been canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Although the references of record show some similar features of applicant's 

claimed device, they fail to show or teach the claimed invention, wherein the guide rails 
of a shutter curtain contain a cutout recess portion having a deformable cover provided 
at the cutout recess that when the shutter is lifted from the bottom, the shutter will press 
upon and deform the cover allowing the shutter to engage a portion of the recess and 
prevent lifting. While the references of record teach a shutter lifting prevention device, 
there is no teaching of a deformable cover over the cutout recess that will serve as a 
guide rail in normal operation but will move to allow the lifting prevention aspect to work 
when lifted from the bottom. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
